The situation in Mexico does not 
seem to w arrant the hope that peace 
will be forthcoming In the immedi­ 


ate future. That the government is in 
the most perilous position it has oc­ 
cupied since the accession. cf 4Uaz to 
power thirty years ago. cannot be 
denied. 
To an American there is much in 
the situation th a t is perplexing, be­ 
cause there is such a vast difference 
in the tem peram ent of 
the 
Latin 
Americans 
and 
Anglo-Saxons. 
In 
our own country there is a constant 
welding 
together 
of 
the 
various 
types of the white 
race 
into 
one 
great loyal class of citizens which 
can be relied upon to stand for the 
m aintenance of good government. In 
Mexico there is a great gulf fixed be 
tween the cid 
Spanish 
aristocracy 
and the common people that one of 
the latter can never hope to bridge. 
N aturally the lower class is discon­ 
tented and at all times ready ta en­ 
gage in any enterprise that promises 
an opportunity to plunder their op­ 
pressors. Patriotism means little to 
them, or if it does it is simply a 
vain hope of relief by overthrowing 
one popular idol and netting up an­ 
other. Until Diaz seized the reins of 
power the man who commanded the 
m ost 'bayonets was the one who for 
a season posed as president. During 
the half century preceding his ac­ 
cession the country had fmy-»seven 
rulers, and he alone was able to 
command the power to hold together 
the various elements aud raise Mexi­ 
co from the dust of degradation to 
the plane of a nation respected by 
the world. That his methods have 
not always been in keeping with the 
American ideal, goes without saying. 
but it must he remembered that he 
has been confronted w ith different 
problems and th at he has dealt with 
a people who were incapable of self­ 
government. If he has been a czar, he 
•has used his power wisely and Mex­ 
ico has made much progress in all 
lines, 
including 
education. 
That 
•Madero would rule as well or grant 
m ore liberty to the masses, is to be 
doubted. That he is only a political 
adventurer who seeks to profit from 
the credulity of the common people, 
may well be believed in vit w of the 


well 
known 
characteristic® of the 
Spanish-American 
race. 
That 
the 
United States ‘will within six months 
have an army in the city of Mexico 
is not without the range of prob­ 
ability. 


THE ELECTION. 
Tuesday of next week is the date 
set for the election to determine the 
fate of Section 9. It is a knotty ques­ 
tion and has good argum ent on both 
sides, but after due deliberation the 
writer has come to the conclusion 
that so far as he is personally con­ 
cerned, he will vote for the repeal. 
The federal courts have stripped the 
state of Just about every shred of 
power over the railroads anyway, so 
we see no harm that could come from 
the repeal of this section, lf it will 
be the means of securing more roads, 
let us repeal.

A Mome-Made Electric Incubator. 
Spokane, Wash,, April 
IS.—Sixty- 
nine healthy chicks from a setting of 
73 eggs have just been hatched by 
electricity on J. 
Don 
Alexander’s 
ranch at R eitm eer’s Station, Wash., 
near Spokane. The initial test was 
so successful that 1,300 eggs will be 
placed in the incubators as soon as 
the apparatus can be installed. Th 
equipment, 
which 
is 
not 
patented, 
can be attached to an ordinary oil- 
burning incubator at an expense of 
less than a dollar. 
Construction of the electrically op­ 
erated incubator is simple. Mr. Alex­ 
ander took the lamps from the oil- 
burning machines and wound Ger­ 
man silver wire around the frames 
abow the egg trays, connecting the 
coils with an incandescent light cir­ 
cuit. This is made through a con­ 
tact device, consisting of a piece of 
iron fixed on the regulator arm to 
dip into a small cup filled with mer 
cury. 
When the temp rature in the incu­ 
bator rises to 103 degrees, the nat­ 
ural 
hatching point, the iron arm 
is lifted automatically, shutting off 
the current until there is a fall of 
one-fourtfli degree. A s a precaution 
against overheating in the event of 
failure of the controlling device, a 
piece of underw riter’s fuse is plac- 
d in the circuit at the hottest part 
of the machine, thus 
shutting off 
Current 
at 
105 
degrees 
fa­ 
hrenheit. 
“The chicks we hatched in testing 
the machine the first time are of 
normal 
size and 
unusually lively.” 
Mr. ‘Alexander 
said, 
adding: 
‘ Of 
course, I did not strike it the firs* 
time. I experimented several months 
with small settings before reaching 
what is said by poultry experts to 
be perfect incubating h< at by elec­ 
tricity. The reason I did not pro­ 
tect the invention 'by patents is be­ 
cause I want every farmer interest­ 
ed in chicken culture to profit by 
my work without any expense on his

A Mome-Mude Electric Incubator. 
Spokane, Wash,, April 18.—Sixty- 


nine healthy chicks from a setting of 
73 eggs have just been hatched 'by 
electricity on J. 
Don 
Alexander's 


rancj^ at Reitm*ier'« Station; Wash., 
near Spokane. The initial test was 
so successful that 1,300 eggs will be 
placed in the incubators as soon as 
the apparatus can be installed. Tin? 
equipment, which is not 
patented, 


can 'be attached to an ordinary oil- 
burning incubator at an expense of 
less than a dollar. 


•Construction of the electrically op- 


erated incubator is simple. Mr. Alex- 
ander* took tfie" lamps from ~the"oil- 
burniing machines and wound Ger- 
man silver wire around the frames 
aibovei the egg trays, connecting the 
coils wMtti an incandesces* light cir- 
cuit. This is made through a con- 
tact device, consisting of a piece of 
iron fixed on the regulator arm to 
dip into a small cup filled with mer- 
cury. 


When the temperature in the incu- 


bator rises to 103 degrees, the nat- 
ural batching point, the iron arm 
la lifted automatically, shutting off 
the current until there is a fall of 
one-fourth degree. iAs a precaution 
against overheating in the event of 
failure of the controlling device, a 
piece of underwriter's fuse is plac- 
ed in the circuit at the hottest part 
of the 
machine, thus shutting 
off 


e Current 
alt 
105 degrees 
fa- 


hrenheit. 


"The chicks 'we hatched in testing 


the machine the first time are of 
normal size and unusually lively." 
Mr. Alexander 
said, 
adding: 
"Of 


course, I did not strike it the flrrt 
time. I experimented several mouths 
with small settings before reaching 
what is said toy poultry experts to 
be perfect incubaiting heat hy elec- 
tricity. The reaison I did not pro- 
tect the invention 'by patents is be- 
cause I want every fawner interest- 
ed in chicken culture to profft by 
my work without any expense on 'his 
part. I have nothing to sell." 


ADVISED TO OONFWOf 


APPOINTMENT OF TEACHERS 


Oklahoma City, April 18.—All coun- 


ty superintendents of public instruc- 
tion have 'been? advised by State Su- 
perintendent Wilson to follow the se- 
lection of school boards in making 
their appointments for teachers ot 
the separate schools. The last legis- 
lature passsd a bill giving the coun 
.y superintendent power to appoin 
the teachers of separate schools. It 
was not at first thought that this 
applied to *he cities, but a recent 
ruling by the attorney general holds 
that all separate schools in the state 
are included. In a number of cases 
the school boards have already se- 
lected teachers ifor separate schools. 
In order to avoid confusion or dls- 
pwte of pay, Superintendent Wilson 
has advised that in such cases ttoe 
same teachers already selected be 
appointed 'by the county
